“A PROCLAMATION 


WHEREAS, by Proclamation, 
“(Sgd.) J. E. BROWNLEE, the Legislative Assembly of 
Attorney General. ee Province of Alberta was con- 
vened for Thursday, the Sevent! 
day of December, in the year of Our Lord One Thousand Nine Hund red 
and Twenty-two, at the hour of three o’clock in the afternoon, at whic sh 
time at Ouv City of Edmonton you were held and constrained to appear ; 
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“Now Know Yz, that for divers causes and considerations, We have 
thought fit by and with the advice and consent of Our Executive 
Council of Our Province of Alberta to issue this Proclamation post- 
poning the convening of the Legislative Assembly of Our Province of 
Alberta from Thursday, December 7th, 1922, at the hour of three o’clock 
in the afternoon, to Tuesday, January 23rd, 1923, at the hour of three 
o'clock in the afternoon, for the despatch of business, to treat, act, do 
and conclude upon those things which, in the Legislature of Our 
Province of Alberta, by the Common Council of Our said Province 
may, by the favour of God, be ordained. 


‘‘Herein fail not. 


“IN WITNESS WHEREOP, We have caused these Our Letters to be made 
Patent and the Great Seal of Our Province of Alberta to be hereunto 
affixed. 


“WitNeEss: Robert George Brett, Lieutenant Governor of Our Province 
of Alberta, at Our Government House, in Our City of Edmonton, in 
Our said Province of Alberta, this Ninrtu day of NoveMBER, in the year 
of Our Lord One Thousand Nine Hundred and Twenty-two and in the 
Thirteenth year of Our Reign.

The Speaker officially informed the Assembly of the death of Mr. 
R. C. Edwards, Member for the Electoral Division of Calgary, thereby 
causing a vacancy in that District. 


His Honour the Lieutenant Governor entered the House, and, having 
taken his seat on the Throne, was pleased to open the Session by the 
following gracious speech: 


“SPEECH FROM THE THRONE. 


“Mr SPEAKER AND MEMBERS OF THE LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY: 


“I welcome you to the Third Session of the Fifth Legislative 
Assembly. 

“In the month of September, His Excellency Lord Byng, Governor 
General of Canada, and Lady Byng completed their official visit to the 
Province, having met with a very hearty and loyal reception at all points 
visited throughout the Province. 

“It is a source of deep regret that, since the close of the Special 
Session in July, the House has suffered the loss by death of one of its 
best known and most versatile members in the person of Mr. R. C. 
Edwards, one of the representatives of the City of Calgary. Mr. Edwards’ 
many good qualities had won for him a firm place in the esteem of the 
House. 

“In view of the grave economic conditions prevailing throughout the 
Province during the past two or three years, resulting from short crops 
and the low prices of farm produce, which have prevented a normal 
collection of revenue, my Government has felt that its first consideration 
should be a close scrutiny of all expenditures, with a view to economiz- 
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ing in every possible way. My Government feels that, throughout the 
coming year, the same careful scrutiny of all services involving public 
expenditures will be necessary. 

“Conditions existing in portions of the Province owing to crop fail- 
ures, which necessitated the passing of The Drouth Area Relief Act, 
have somewhat improved during the past year, but the House will be 
asked to consider to what extent it will be necessary to continue pro- 
visions of the Act for another year. 

“My Government has had under consideration for the past year a 
City Act to replace the existing Acts of the various cities of the Province. 
Conferences have been held with the officials of the various cities, and 
this Act will be submitted for your consideration at the present Session. 

~ “Consideration has also been given to the extension of the work and 
jurisdiction of the Board of Public Utility Commissioners. To this end, 
legislation will be submitted to you to enlarge the jurisdiction of the 
Board to include local government and other powers. 

“Negotiations with the Dominion Government for the turning over 
to the Province of the Natural Resources have been continued during 
the past year. My Government will continue to urge upon the Dominion 
Government a settlement of. the question on terms fair and equitable 
to this Province. 

“You will be asked to consider legislation dealing with certain im- 
portant amendments to existing Statutes. 

“The annual reports of the various Departments of the Government 
will be presented to the House in due course. 

“The Public Accounts for the last Fiscal Year will be placed before 
you, and the Estimates of Expenditure for the current Fiscal Year will 
be submitted for your consideration. 

“T now leave you to these and any other matters that may be sub- 
mitted to you, with confidence that the public interest will at all times 
be advanced and fully safe-guarded. 


His Honour the Lieutenant Governor then retired from the House.

A. Salaries of regular force transferred from duty elsewhere amount ‘ 
to $4,374.83. Salaries of Specials, subsistence of Specials and Regulars 
and other costs—$6,923.95. 

Q. 6. Has the Government any knowledge of persons occupying posi- 
tions or appointments either judicial or on the Provincial Police being 
shareholders or otherwise interested in the mines where the strike is in 
progress ? 

A. No. 

Q. 7. Has the Government taken any steps to remove such persons 
from such offices or appointments ? 

A. Answered in No. 6.

In the case of Lethbridge, three of the Staff represented the 
employees who had been elected by the Operators to represent the Leth- 
bridge office and district. In the case of Calgary, three employees who 
had been elected by the Operators represented the Calgary Operators. 
At each of the meetings the Department was represented by the Traffic 
Superintendent and the General Superintendent and in the case of Leth- 
bridge and Calgary the Traffic Chiefs of the respective districts were at 
the meetings.

Whereas, The matter of handling and marketing the grain crop of 
Canada, and in particular wheat, is a supreme factor in the welfare of 
the Prairie Provinces in general, and the farming community therein ;

Whereas, The prevailing regulations in force, and the practice em- 
ployed in the matter of the transactions with regard to grain at country 
elevators, terminal elevators and mixing houses, and as to the inspection 
and grading of grain and the operations of the Winnipeg Grain Exchange, 
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are all generally regarded by the producers of grain in the Prairie 
Provinces as inadequate to secure protection for the producer or to insure 
that the producer will receive his fair proportion of the price for which 
his produce is sold in the markets of the world; and 

Whereas, General and widespread discontent and distrust prevails 
with reference to such regulations and practices ; and 

Whereas, Sixteen years have elapsed since any adequate enquiry was 
held with reference to the handling and marketing of grain in Canada; 
and 

Whereas, the amount of grain produced in Canada has, in the mean- 
time, more than trebled, and the conditions of the world market have 
radically changed ; 

Be it therefore resolved, That it is the opinion of this House: 

1. That a thorough and searching enquiry into the grain trade shall 
be forthwith instituted ; 

2. That the scope of such enquiry should comprise not only the grain 
trade of Canada, but also the grain trade of other grain-exporting coun- 
tries, and further, should be directed to ascertain what, if any, system or 
method of handling, transporting and marketing the grain crop of Can- 
ada can be devised for the purpose of cutting down the cost of handling, 
transporting and marketing such crop and of insuring to the producer a 
fair proportion of the price paid by the consumer for such crop.

Whereas, Under the provisions of The Domestic Animals Act pro- 
vision is made, by order of the Minister, for the establishment of “closed 
areas,” whereby with respect to “extra-municipal areas,” the Minister of 
Agriculture may by order prohibit therein the running at large of cattle, 
horses, or sheep, and 

Whereas, Provision is made under the said Act whereby there shall 
be exempted from the operation of the order one hundred cattle or horses 
for every one hundred and sixty acres of land held in freehold within 
the closed area by the actual owner of the cattle or horses, or held under 
lease for a year at least, or occupied under an agreement for sale, and 
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Whereas, No provision exists in said Act to enable the Minister of 
Agriculture to exempt from the operation of the order any number of 
sheep, and, 

Whereas, The situation thus created by law is such that the owners 
of sheep are deprived of the enjoyment of rights with respect to the run- 
ning at large or grazing of sheep that are possessed by the owners of 
cattle or horses, and, 

Whereas, It is of vital importance to the Live Stock Industry of the 
Province that all reasonable encouragement be extended to those inter- 
ested in the raising of sheep, whether the same are grazed upon the open 
range or otherwise ; and, 

Whereas, Under the present law the owners of sheep desiring to use 
available open range for grazing purposes are, within the boundaries of 
“closed areas” in extra-Municipal areas, subjected to untair and unrea- 
sonable disabilities as compared with the owners of cattle and horses ; 

It is therefore the opinion of this House that The Domestic Animals 
Act should be amended at the present session of the Legislature so as to 
restore to the owners of sheep the right to graze or run the same at large 
within said closed areas under proper and reasonable regulation both 
with respect to numbers and area to be grazed as may be considered 
advisable.

Q. 7. When was such investigation, if any, held, and under what 
authority; whether in writing or verbal was the same conducted, and 
what official of the Attorney General’s Department gave directions for 
the same? . 

A. The investigation was an informal one commenced under instruc- 
tions, in writing, from the Deputy Attorney General, dated January 
10th, 1923—a report being made to the Deputy Attorney General on 
January 22nd, 1923. 

Q. 8. Was the report of the said investigation made in writing or 
verbally, and if in writing, what was the exact wording of the same? 

A. Yes. As per copy attached. (See end of questions). 

Q. 9. Did the investigator interview or consult, or place under oath, 
the complainant, Mr. Jos. A. Clarke, or Mr. 8. R. Wallace, all of whose 
names appeared in the said complaint?

COPY OF REPORT. 


Memo. for Deputy Attorney General: 


With regard to your memo. of the 10th January, instructing me 
to make such investigation as I deemed proper of the charges made by 
Mrs. Katie Morris against T. S. Magee, A. M. Knight, and Mrs. Emily 
Murphy, and to report the result: 

| have made an informal investigation for the purpose of assist- 
ing you to decide whether the petition which Mrs. Morris makes to the 
Lieutenant Governor in Council for a formal investigation ought to 
be granted or not, and my report follows: 

Attached hereto are the charges, the affidavits of Mrs. Morris and 
her Solicitor, J. A. Clarke and of Willie Morris, in support of the 
charges and also the petition. 

The circumstances leading up to the charges are as follows: Mrs. 
Katie Morris, the petitioner, a woman of bad reputation and one 
having been convicted of keeping a house of ill-fame, was charged with 
permitting the defilement of her own daughter, a child of 12 years of 
age, named Annie Morris. 

Annie was at the time being maintained by her mother in the 
Sacred Heart Convent, in the City, but visited her mother’s home 
every week or so, and it was during one of these periodical visits that 
the offence was said to have been committed. 

After the charge had been laid, Chief Inspector Shaw communi- 
cated with Mr. Magee of the Children’s Protection Department and 
suggested that it would be well for Mr. Magee to see the child and 
get her story. Mr. Magee went to the Convent with Mr. Gutridge, 
an Officer of the Children’s Aid Society, and with the consent of the 
Mother Superior conducted the child to Inspector Shaw’s office. where, 
in the presence of Inspector Shaw, the child mado a statement im- 
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plicating her mother with respect to the charge referred to. Annie 
was then taken back to the Convent, but, on the following day the 
Department of Neglected Children took her in charge and had her 
removed to the Shelter. he same day, or within a day or two after- 
wards, Willie Morris, the brother of Annie, and two or three years 
older than she, was also placed in the Shelter, where the children were 
free to communicate with each other and to play together. 

A couple of days afterward, Mr. A. M. Knight, who was at the 
time acting as Crown Prosecutor, accompanied Mr. Magee to the 
Shelter, and there Annie repeated to Mr. Magee, in the presence of 
Mr. Knight, and Miss Johnson, the Matron of the Shelter, her 
previous statement implicating her mother. 

I am informed by all the aforementioned parties (with the ex- 
ception of Annie), and who were the only persons present at any of 
the times when Annie was questioned by Mr. Magee, that at no time 
did Mr. Magee by threats, assault or abuse, compel the child to make 
the statement, but, on the contrary, the statement was made freely 
and voluntarily and without any pressure. 

A few days afterwards the charge against Mrs. Morris came up 
for preliminary hearing before Mrs. Murphy. Mrs. Ross, an Officer 
of the Children’s Aid Society, accompanied Annie into the Court 
Room and the Magistrate took the little girl up beside her on the 
bench, and, putting her arm around her, sought to compose her by 
some preliminary conversation, and then the examination went on as 
shown in the stenographic report, which is attached hereto. 

I have questioned nearly everyone who was present, and I am sat- 
isfied from their accounts of what happened that nothing whatever 
occurred in the course of the examination, or in the Court Room, that 
would give the slightest foundation for the assertion that the child 
was threatened or that she was shaken by the Magistrate. That, more- 
over, the child was never in the witness box, and consequently, was 
not taken out of the witness box, nor did Mrs. Murphy take the child 
on her knee. 

As an explanation of her conduct in the Court, not only in the 
course of her evidence, as shown by the report, but afterwards to 
the Matron of the Shelter and to Mr. Magee, Annie stated that 
Willie, her brother, had told her at the Shelter to deuy that anything 
wrong had happened, because, if she did not do so, her mother would 
go to gaol and she would never see her any more. Willie made the 
same admission to Mr. Gutridge and Mrs. Ross, beth officers of the 
Children’s Aid Society of the City. 

With regard to the statement in Mr. Clarke’s affidavit that Mrs. 
Murphy improperly allowed certain ladies to rema‘u in the Police 

~ Court, the facts are that the ladies permitted to remain when the 
Public was excluded at the request of Mr. Knight, were all either 
Officers of the Court or Officials or active workers connected with 
various children’s welfare organizations. ) 

In conclusion, I have no hesitation in saying that there are not 
sufficient grounds for a formal investigation at the order of the 
Lieutenant Governor in Council, and such an investigation would 
serve no good purpose. 

I am satisfied that there is no evidence available to the ‘petitioner 
except that perhaps the evidence of her Solicitors, Mr. Clarke and 
Mr. Wallace, which would be entitled to any credence», opposed by the 
unanimous testimony of all the other reputable people who were in 
attendance on every occasion when these occurrences took place, and 
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the statements made by Mr. Clarke in his affidavit are in every sub- 
stantial respect flatly contradicted by the individuals from whom I 
have taken an account of the proceedings.

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‘The undersigned, members of your Committee appointed to recom- 
mend to this Assembly alternative questions respecting the regulation 
of the sale of liquor in the Province, beg to make the following report 
and recommendations: 

Your Committee, after consideration, has concluded that much con- 
fusion and many difficulties would arise if the proposed Temperance 
Act were submitted as such under The Direct Legislation Act with a 
separate and distinct ballot containing alternative questions relating to 
the same subject matter referred to in the proposed Act. It is obvious 
that the principles of the proposed Act differ in various degrees with the 


principles of the proposed questions, and, in some instances, would be— 


contrary and conflict with the principles of the proposed questions. 

It necessarily, therefore, appeared to your Committee that no definite 
result or clear opinion could be obtained by submitting the proposed 
Temperance Act in one ballot and certain other questions in another 
ballot. 

Your Committee therefore concluded that instead of submitting the 
proposed Act as such in a separate ballot, to submit the principle or 
subject matter of the proposed Act as one of the alternative questions, 
all to be included in one ballot. 

Further, your Committee is of opinion, bearing in mind that there 
are a number of questions to be submitted, that a more clear view of the 
opinion of the electors of the Province could be obtained by having the 
vote taken in accordance with the principles of the single transferable 
preferential ballot. 

Your Committee, therefore, recommends that The Direct Legislation 
Act be amended to carry out the above two suggestions, and has drafted 
the necessary amendments which are submitted herewith. 

Your Committee recommends that four questions be submitted to 
the electors, one of which contains the principle or subject matter of 
the proposed Temperance Act. 

The questions submitted contain principles rather than details, as 
your Committee thought it would be better to leave the details of any 
Act which would later be required to be settled by the Legislature. 

We therefore submit for your’ consideration a ballot contaming the 
four questions which the Committee agrees ought to be submitted. 

We have endeavored to furnish a basic meaning to each question set 
out in the ballot and thus enable each elector to understand the principle 
of each question. 

In order to carry out the above suggestions we also recommend that 
the resolution dealing with the submission of the proposed ‘Temperance 
Act, of the 16th of April, 1923, be amended so that the same will be in 
accordance with this recommendation.

Your Committee, therefore, recommends that The Direct Legislation 
Act be amended to carry out the above two suggestions, and has drafted 
the necessary amendments which are submitted herewith. 

Your Committee recommends that four questions be submitted to 
the electors, one of which contains the principle or subject matter of 
the proposed ‘Temperance. Act. 

The questions submitted contain principles rather than details, as your 
Committee thought it would be better to leave the details of any Act 
which would later be required to be settled by the Legislature. 

We therefore submit for your consideration a ballot containing the 
four questions which the Committee agrees ought to be submitted. 

We have endeavored to furnish a basic meaning to each question set 
out in the ballot and thus enable each elector to understand the principle 
of each question. 

In order to carry out the above suggestions we also recommend that 
the resolution dealing with the submission of the proposed 'Temperance 
Act, of the 16th of April, 1923, be amended so that the same will be in 
accordance with this recommendation. 3
